House To Push 
George Bill 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—(?)— 
A bi-partisan drive began shaping 
up in the house today to pass the 
senate-approved “states’ rights’’ 
bill for handling unemployment 
problems in postwar demobiliza- 
tion, 

Leaders of the coalition voiced 
confidence they could easily re- 


peat the senate’s performance in 
bowling over the Murray-Kilgore 
bill, which would have set up 
federal standards for unemploy- 
ment compensation, running up to 
$25 weekly. 

The senate’s “state rights” legis- 
lation, sponsored by Senator 
George, Democrat, Georgia, was 
referred by Speaker Rayburn, 
Democrat, Texas, to the House 
Ways and Means Committee, and 
Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 


North Carolina, called the com- 


mittee to meet tomorrdw. 

Representative Disney, Demo- 
crat, Oklahoma, and Dewey, Re- 
publican, Illinois, predicted speedy 
approval of the Georgia measure, 
and.Rayburn told newspapermen 
he expected the house to complete 
action on postwar legislation and 
be ready to adjourn by Septem- 
ber 1. 

The George bill leaves to the 
states the fixing of unemployment 
compensation rates, while extend- 


Ing coverage to 3,500,000 govern- 


ment employes. The government 
would reimburse states for pay- 
ments to ex-federal workers and 
set up a federal] fund to guarantee 
the solvency of state unemploy- 
ment systems. 

It also creates an office of war 
mobilization and reconversion un- 
der a presidentially appointed di- 
rector to co-ordinate demobiliza- 
tion planning and policies. This 
phase may be handled by the 
house in a separate Dill. 

While the ways and means 
committee considers the George 
bill, house 
debate tomorrow on a bill dealing 
with the disposition of surplus gov-

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A Fateful Week for Nazi Tyrants 


When Germany over-ran Europe and the Japanese hordes |j, 


swarmed over the islands of. the Pacific, we began to hear the 
word “logistics” in describing the heart-breaking task that lay 
ahead of us. 

Logistics was the science of supply. Our lines were long, 
terribly long. : 

To obviate complete logistic disaster we hurried into Australia 
toward which the Japanese were moving. 

The predicament was bad. To consider how terrifying it 
might have been, imagine the British isles in German hands 
and Australia in Japanese possession. The sending and the 
supplying of armed forces would have been k&lmost impossible. 

Indeed, the job we already have done was impossible until 
we were face to face with the fact it had to be done. 

The Marines stopped the Japanese drive to Australia on 
August 7, 1942. That was by offensive action at Guadalcanal 
and the taking of Henderson Field. There is no more important 
date in the history of this war. 

Now we are hearing about logistics again, particularly Ger- 
man logistics. General Eisenhower speaks of the possibility 
of a great victory this week. 

The Allied- soldiers driving the Germans before them know 
the German to be one of the world’s best soldiers. They know, 
too, his equipment is good. They properly resent any insinuation 
the going is easy. 

Yet every indication is that German logistics has broken 
down. The German army cannot retreat in safety and with 
effective organization. Too many bridges are down; too many 
of his railroads are disrupted; too many of his highways are 
impassable. His supplies cannot be adequate, good as they are. 

The German soldier now curses, as English soldiers cursed 
through two years of war, and as our men cursed in the first 
year of our participation, because the air support is not good. 
German airplanes and pilots are as good as any—but there is 
less and less of each. | ) ' 

The German's general weakness becomes more and more ap- 
parent even though he remains a tough, undefeated foe. 

The German army and air force is less effective because it 
7 be suppli¢g with enough fuel, enough ,planes, enough 
gro equipmentg enough trucks, tanks and general equip- 
ment, ‘enough reserves. 

That explains, in measure, why the Russians keep coming on. 
That explains why the Germans are withdrawing. That explains 
why we soon will be in Paris. The German soldier, good as he

Military Training 

Editor, Constitution: With so 
much discussion these days con- 
cerning a nation-wide program of 
military training, as a permanent 
policy, I would like to present my 
views of this question. 


It is my sincere belief that every 
American youth, physically and 
mentally fit, should have one year 
of military training. This year

bitions of Nazi .tyrants.” 

The crack is appearing—not in the fighting ability of the 
Germans, but in their supply lines and in the factories and war 
plants at home, many of which lie flat, leveled by our bombs. 


Not Politics 

We are inclined to disagree with the imputation of political 
motives to the commission currently redrafting the state’s con- 
stitution. 

There is, of course, no denying that the commission has been 
characterized by hesitancy whenever the matter of making any 
fundamental changes, however long indicated, was. approached. 

It is our opinion, however, that the commission’s attitude 
in such cases has stemmed—not from any political leanings on 
the part of the commission’s members, themselves—but rather 
from a not altogether unfounded conviction that too drastic 
a proposed change in any one phase of the state’s organic law 
might well have the effect of killing the whole thing. 

Those who have been charged with the enormous task of re- 
writing the constitution have had always in their consciousness 
the fact that their work must be submitted, first, to the state 
legisJature and, later, to the people. Nor have they been un- 
mindful of the fact that°the general assembly is habitually con- 
servative and the voting public traditionally suspicious of any 
drastic change. 

For our part, we are convinced that, while justified in theory, 
a fear of public reaction can be allowed to play too big a role 
in such an undertaking. 

It is, as we see it, the duty of the constitutional commis- 
sion to prepare and present the best possible proposals, how- 
ever numerous may be the fundamental changes involved. This 
should be done with a view to {eneral public benefit and with- 
out.thought as to whether the politicians, as such, will like or 
dislike it. There is very real evidence the people are, in this 
matter, far ahead of the politicians. 

Having done so, the commission’s work will be well completed. 
And the legislature, if it sees fit to radically change or repudiate 
the proposal, will have to answer to the people. Certain it is 
that, once the need for changing the more archaic aspects of 
the document is made known to them, the people—who are 
much more progressive and intelligent than ever the politicians 
give them credit for being—will demand an end to politics, or 
deference to politics,-in the new constitution’s adoption.

The youth of America needs dis- 
cipline; which is demanded by the 
Army.

If this program is adopted, we 
will not have any young men in 
the nation “tied to their mother’s 
apron strings.” A man learns very 
early in his Army experience to 
take care of himself—no one else 
will. Our America of tomorrow 
will be ‘more satisfied with condi- 
tions that exist, if every man lives 
a year without some of the lux- 
uries that many consider necessi- 
ties of life. 


Every man serving his year 
should be trained as a specialist 
in addition to the regular program. 
After the present war there will 
be thousands of highly trained 
men returning to civilian life to 
continue in the work taught them 
by the Army. If every man is 
trained in some special line of 
Lwork, the unemployment problem 
will be greatly alleviated. 


With rich and poor, famous and 
unknown living and working side 
by side, wearing the same clothes 
and eating the same food the na- 
tion in the future will be much 
more democratic. The rich man’s 
son and “the boy from across" the 
tracks” will find out how the oth- 
er feels toward the national prob- 
lems. Learning to get along with 
others will be invaluable through- 
out life. 


If this program is put into ef- 
fect we will always have approxi- 
mately 20,000,000 men of fighting 


}age who have had military train- 


ing. Certainly no country in the 
world would launch an attack 
against a nation so well prepared. 
We were attacked by Japan be- 
cause she knew that we were un- 
prepared.

—‘Denied Safety 
In Flight or in Fight 


The scene is a high school auditorium. 

It is graduation day. 

The year is 1957. 

The principal steps forward and says: 

“Each year at graduation it is our custom to present 
bers of the freshman, sophomore and junior classes who have done 
exceptional work in special numbers on the program. 

“I now present Joe Spelvin Jr., of the freshman class, whose 
declamation will be the address to the Allied troops by Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower given in France on August 13, 1944, on the eve 
of the successful drive into Paris.” 

Unless I miss my guess, the terse messages to his troops by the 
Allied commander will become a part of our folklore and our edi- 
tions of “Great Orations and Letters.” 

I wish I had had it when I used to get up and declame “Bridging 
the Bloody Chasm.” 

Gen. Eisenhower has issued two “Order of the Day” notes to 
his troops. The first was, of course, given the men on the eve of 
the invasion as most of them waited on landing barges or 6n docks 
and at air fields. 

The second was the one released yesterday. The first was good. 

The second one is better. 

Let me quote three paragraphs of the message which informs 
the command that a great victory is possible. They are: 

“I request every airman to make it his direct responsibility that 
the enemy is blasted unceasingly by day and by night and is denied 
safety either in flight or in fight. 

“I request every sailor to make sure that no part of the hostile 
forces can either escape or be reinforced_by sea, and that our com- 
rades on land want nothing that.guns and ships and ship companies 
can bring to them. 

“I request every soldier to go forward to his assigned objective 
with the determination that the enemy can survive only through 
surrender; let no foot of ground orice gained be relinquished, nor 
single German escape through a line once established.” 

If those paragraphs, especially the one directed to the airmen, 
do not make your blood run faster and chills course up and down 
your spine, then hurry to see a doctor. There is something vitally 
wrong with your adrenal glands and your circulatory system. 

I can hear earnest Joe Spelvin Jr., right now, bearing down 
n 1957: 

“ ., that the enemy is blasted unceasingly by day and by night 

and is denied safety either in flight or in fight.” 


“ON TO PARIS” The Germans are great fighters and magnifi- 

cent soldiers, as everyone who has fought 

them will testify. The pity is that for centuries their chromosomes 

have been inoculated with dangerous ambitions and a weakness 

that makes them follow any man who wants to conquer the world. 

They now are dangerous in retreat, as the Americans and other 
Allied troops can testify. 

But they are retreating. And something is missing in their 
retreat. 

The Germans know this better than we. 

Gen. Eisenhower, possessed of great “intelligence” from friendly 
Frenchmen, has information we do not have in this country. 

He sees a momentous week. It is very likely that Sunday, 
August 20, will find us in Paris. Advance patrols may reach there 
much earlier. It all depends on whether the Germans choose to 
fight it out in Paris, street by street and building by building. 

This they hardly will do. 

If they do, we must destroy those buildings ruthlessly, no 
matter what buildings they be. No one has more appreciation of 
old, historical buildings than I. No one thrills more to their his- 
torical significance. But they are not worth a single life, not worth 
an houf’s delay in winning the war. 

Paris soon will be ours. 

In my desk is a letter fyvom a friend in Paris. The letter was 
written in those dark days when the Germans were 70 miles from 
Paris. It reads: “I have been working as a nurse for the Red 
Cross. It is terrible, what our soldiers say. They tell us the Ger- 
mans come on with a fanaticism that is terrible, and with tanks 
and planes and weapons we do not have.” 

Now we are 70 miles—or less—from Paris. 


DISINTEGRATION The German soldier cannot but feel the 
end is inevitable. He looks into the sky. 


There are hundreds of planes there, by day and night, making his 
retreat one long agony. 

There is an occasional plane of his own. 

He knows the news from the eastern front. 

In his agony, in the brief time when he flings himself down for 
a moment’s rest, he must recall the great advance through France 
and to the channe] shores; into Russia within sight of Moscow. 
There must be a few left alive of those days. And all have heard 
the story. 

If he gets mail from home he knows the news there. 

So he knows. - 

And Gen. Eisenhower knows enough to say that we will achieve, 
within a few days, a great victory in France. 

I hope I’m around to hear Joe Spelvin Jr. in 1957.

Protecting People 


From Bomb Injuries 


Reports from London since the beginning of 
the robot bombings of that long-suffering city 
state that an exceptionally high proportion of in- 
, ty juries are caused by tiny splinters of flying glass. 
This circumstance has caused many eye injuries, frequently causing 
permanent blindness, while in other cases the glass splinters have 
penetrated clothing to cause small, but very serious, wounds any- 
where on the body. 

Something about the explosions from these pilotless plane bombs 
causes plate glass to shatter into much smaller fragments than was 
the case during the bombings of the 1940-41 blitz. At that time 
reasonably good results were secured by pasting numerous strips 
of adhesive tape over store and home windows, lessening the dan- 
ger from flying pieces of broken glass. 

However, the way has been found to prevent the glass injuries 
even under the robot bombings. 

"That is by the use of acetate instead of plate glass for windows. 

This synthetic, transparent sheeting has great tensile strength 
and visibility equal to that of glass. Its value today, however, is 
that it has a high resistance to the impact of bomb blast. Its 
effectiveness was first proven in the blitz of 140-41 and now it is 


vital in its value. 

SENT FROM U. S., There is no home supply of acetate sheet- 
ing in Britain, hence all that is used for 

windows must be sent from this country. 

It is shipped in large sheets and cut to any desired size after it 
reaches Britain. While the supply remains limited it is used in 
hospitals, schools, children’s homes, churches and similar institu- 
tions. If we can send greater quantities, it will be used for store 
and home windows, though it is doubtful if sufficient for all de- 
So the acetate sent is used first for the 
institutions listed above, as representing the most urgent need. 

The acetate is paid for through public subscriptions here, sent 
to the British War Relief Society of the U. S. A. That society 
expects to make more shipments as quickly as the necessary funds 
come in and the acetate can be secured and cargo space found. 

In Atlanta, the local chapter of the British War Relief Society 
is headed by Mrs. Albert Thornton and I am sure she will be 
delighted for any contributions for this cause. Her telephone num- 
er is Cherokee 9748 and her home address is 105 West Pace’s Ferry 
road. 


DEFORMED CHILDREN One of the tragic results of war has

been an increase in the proportion 
of babies born deformed. Whether this is the result of lack of 
proper nourishment by their mothers or from some other cause is 
not known. 

There is, in London, a woman named Mrs. Estrid Dane, an ex- 
pert in the Neumann-Neurode system of treatment for such de- 
formed infants, The British War Relief Society supports a number 
of clinics for Mrs. Dane, where cures have been achieved so re- 
markable they are the subject of much conversation among doctors 
and infant specialists in Britain. 

And, in preparation for the days when the European countries 
which have been enslaved by the Nazis are again free, Mrs. Dane.is 
now training young women from all those occupied countries who 
will be helped to bring the blessing of this curative system to the 
deformed babies of their own lands, when the Germans are driven 
out. 

Mrs. Dane achieves her cures by manipulation, corrective ex- 
ercises and by the ,use of specialized apparatus for straightening 
and strengthening weak and twisted bones,

AM Typical of scores of case histories

May Well Be Mica 


All that glitters in middle’Georgia is mica, not “=, yates 
gold. You drive along country roads and frequent- * 


ly less than a mile a 
dirt, shallow holes, an 


Yellow, red, brown and white 
the particles sparkle and glisten. 
At a distance the mounds look like 
chests that have been opened and 
have spilled their jeweled treas- 
uries. On examination, the 
“chest” is only another hole where 
someone, dreaming of riches, dug 
with his shovel into the prom- 
ising s@e and found that the mica 
was not there in sufficient quality 
or quantity. Many of them were 
dug during World War I, a great 
r-any more during the current 
war, for now there is a greater 
demand and a much higher price 
than in 1917. “Demand” is an un- 
derstatement; it is now a neces- 
sity. The government has sub- 
sidized the industry, furnishes ma- 
chinery, sets up offices for lo- 
cating and mining the precious 
stuff. It is used in signal equip- 
ment, radar, radio, aviation, spark 
plugs; without it there would be 
no airplanes, tanks or landing 
ships. That’s how important it is.

Mica. Twenty years ago it was 
generally called isinglass. Women 
darkly through its tiny 
windows to see if the burners on 
their oil stoves were lighted.

It could be dug there, 
trimmed, graded and shipped to 
America for 70 cents a pound. 
(The current government-subsi- 
dized price is $6 a pound.)

The Geo- 
logical Survey sent out men to lo- 
cate deposits and assess their com- 
parative productivity; the result 
was a learned -treatise on mica- 
bearing pegmatities in the south- 
ern Piedmont section. 

DASH FOR SHOVELS 

There was a dash for shovels; 
there were options on red, unpro- 
ductive farm lands; black and 
white, everyone began digging. 
The government set up offices of 
the Colonial Mica Company un- 
der the supervision of university- 
trained mining engineers, but the 
free-lancers with their “divining 
rods,” came, too.

Three-Fourths of Voters Have Already Decided 


By GEORGE GALLUP. 
Director, American Institute of 
Public Opinion. 


PRINCETON, N. J.—Campaigns 
conducted by presidential candi- 
dates typically influence the voting 
intentions of only a small part of 
the electorate. 


Of approximately 40,000,000 
civilian voters who are likely to go 
to the polls this November, an esti- 
mated 30,000,000 say they have al- 
ready made up their minds how 
they will vote and say that there 
is no chance that they will change. 


This leaves at the present time 
10,000,000 civilian voters, or only 
one in every four, who will pre- 
sumably pay close attention to the 
campaign with the idea of weigh- 
ing the arguments before making 
a decision. They are the ones who 
are either undecided about their 
choice for president or who say 
they may change their minds be- 
tween now and election day, Con- 
sqquently they are tNe group to- 
ward which campaign stratégy 
must be directed by both parties. 
They hold thé balance of power 
in the election along with the 
soldier vote. 

These facts are revealed in a 
1 eile y survey by the Insti- 
ute. : 
The public is obviously less 


familiar at present with Mr. 
Dewey’s personality and ideas than 
with those of Mr. Roosevelt after 
his 11 years in the White House. 
But almost as many of Mr. 
Dewey’s supporters as Mr, Roose- 
velt’s say they will not change 
their minds about how they are 
going to vote. 

In the case of those who incline 
toward Mr. Dewey, 75 per cent 
say they are certain to stick to 
their intentions. Among Mr. Roose- 
velt’s supporters, 80 per cent claim 
they will not change. 

The proportion of voters with 
definite conclusions is fairly uni- 
form throughout all walks of life. 
Farmers and city folk, men and 
women, and people in all the ma- 
jor occupation groups, show an al- 
most equai degree of positiveness 
about their voting preference. 
ALREADY OVER 

Few laymen realize that in every 
presidential election there is a siz- 
able group of voters who pay no 
attention whatever to the candi- 
dates, issues, platforms, and events 
during a campaign, but who con- 
tinue to vote the straight party 
ticket as their fathers did. 

Take for example Lancaster 
county, South Carolina. In eight 
presidential elections from 1912 to 
1940, the Republicans have amass- 


ed the staggering total of 40 votes 
in Lancaster county. In 1936 not 
a single vote was recorded for 
Alfred M, Landon. 


On the other hand there are also 
Republican counties where cam- 
paign arguments, issues, wars, de- 
pressions, etc., apparently mean 
nothing so far as changing politi- 
cal sentiment is concerned. Be- 
cause of their voting record 
through the years the counties that 
probably deserve to be called the 
most Republican are Johnson coun- 
ty, Tennessee, and Leslie and Jack- 
son counties, Kentucky. No matter 
what happens in the campaign, it 
is a safe bet that these counties are 
good Republicans, and the chances 
are good that they will get the 
Republican candidate 80 per cent 
or more of the vote. 


On the other hand there is a 
county in North Dakota which can 
never be charged with being a 
stand-patter. In 1932 the Repub- 
licans got only 13 per cent of the 
vote in McIntosh county, North 
Dakota: In 1940, they got 92 per 
cent. One southern county also 
shows wide swings of sentiment. 
Mr. Roosevelt got 79 per cent of 
the vote in Gillespie county, 
Texas, in 1932. But he got only 13 
per cent in 1940.

The commission to revise the 
state constitution is meeting 
again this week in Atlanta at the 
captiol. .With -Gov. Arnall as 
chairman, the members are: Hon. 
T. Grady Head, attorney general; 
Hon. B, E. Trasher Jr., state audi- 
tor; Hon. Frank C, Gross, presi- 
dent of the senate; Hon: Roy V. 
Harris, speaker of the house; lia. 
A. N.-Durden, Fred Hand, J. W. 
Culpepper, Charles L. Gowen and 
J. Roy. McCracken, members of 
the house of representatives; Hons. 
David.S. Atkinson, David. J.--Ar- 
nold, Jeff A. Pope, members of 
Thomas 
Candler and Will R. Smith, of the 
superior courts; Hons. James V. 
Carmichael, Hatton Lovejoy and 
Frank Foley, attorneys at law; 
Judge Warren Grice, of the su- 
preme court, and Judge Hugh J. 
MacIntyre, court of appeals, and 
three lay members, Mrs. Leonard 
Haas, Hon. R. E. L. Majors and 
Hamilton Holt. 


All Georgians, zealous for bet- 
ter government, are anxiously

Do we really want a new design 
for living in Georgia—or shall we 
be satisfied if the rough edges are 
merely smoothed off the old one? 

Progress is the order of the 
day now. On every hand we see 
vigorous moves to achieve it. 

Gov. Arnall is making a gallant 
fight for equalization of Georgia’s 
freight rates. 

Cason Callaway has presented 
a soil restoration plan that prom- 
ises to give Georgia her rightful 
place in the economic sun. 

Lon Sullivan and his able 
chairmen are steadfastly working 
on postwar plans for recreation, 
welfare, etc. 

These are other forward-looking 
steps that are all tremendously 
important, but what of the pattern 
for progress in the routine mat- 
ters of our state government that 
affect the lives of all our citi- 
zens, now and in the years to 
come? Our people have a right 
to expect the best education, 
health and welfare, among’ other 
things, that their tax dollar can 
buy. To work out such a pattern 
is the challenging task of the com- 
mission now in session. 

Gov. Arnall, in accepting the 
chairmanship, stated that this is 
the. most important undertaking 
yet made by the present admin- 
istration. 

The League of Women Voters 
hopes that the result will be a 
genuine revision, with all that the 
name. implies. 

What are the important changes 
needed in our present constitu- 
tion? There are not many. They 
have been proposed over and over 
again. The model constitution of 
the University of Georgia pro- 
yided for most of them. Coura- 
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geous editors all over our state 
have repeatedly pointed out the 
dire need for them. The Georgia 
Leagues of Women Voters haa 
worked consistently for 20 years 
for a new constitution that would 
embody the following vital 
changes: 

1—Limited home rule of cities 
and counties. 

2—Merit system for administra- 
tive personnel. 

3—Abolition of allocations 
state funds. 

4—Redistricting of the general 
assembly on the basis of popula-

n. 
5—Short ballot; election of chief 
executive only. 

6—Drastic reduction of our 159 
counties. 

7—Requirement of secret ballot 
in all elections. 

8—Jury service for women. 

“Limited home rule for cities 
and counties” means that the pow- 
ers of local authorities would not 
be allowed to encroach on matters 
affecting other parts of the state, 
but the citizens of cities and 
counties should have the right to 
decide those matters which affect 
them alone. The general. assem: 
ply, relieved of the tremendous 
mass of local bills, could then give 
its full time and interest to affairs 
of state-wide concern. 

Lack of a merit system for per- 
sonnel hampers our state govern- 
ment. It is impossible to attract 
the highest type of men and 
women to positions that promise 
security only for the duration of 
an administration. ° 

As for the proposal to abolish 
allocations—this is no more than 
the application of an accepted 
business principle to the financing 
of the biggest business in the 
state. Can you conceive of the 
board of directors of an electric 
company, let us say, announcing, 
“All money accrued from the sale 
of electric ranges this year must 
be used to pay the salaries of our 
stenographers”? That makes just 
as much. sense as the practice in 
Georgia of setting aside all reve- 


‘nue from the cigaret tax to pay 


Confederate pensions or from the 
gasoline tax to pave our roads. All 
money should be put into a gen- 
eral fund and budgeted to the 
various departments on the basis 
of need. . 
“DEMOCRACY” 

We shout “democracy” 
the housetops, we send our men to 


from | 


die for “democracy,” and yet we} 
do not practice it in our state gov- | 


ernment. At present the repre- 
sentation in the lower house of the 
general assembly is both undemo- 
cratic and unfair because it is not 
based on population. The vote of 
one citizen in Echols county is 
equal to the votes of 20 in Ful- 
six in Richmond and De- 
Kalb, five in Muscogee, etc. If 
ou live in one of Georgia’s 39 
arger counties, in other words, 
your vote is worth only a fraction 
as much as if you lived in one of 
the smaller ones. All states, in- 
cluding Georgia, elect their con- 
gressmen from districts of equal 
population. The members of the 
house of representatives of Geor- 
gia should also be elected from 
districts based on population. 
Surely we have waited long 
enough to do something about our 
long ballot. Many times it is lit- 
erally a yard long. It is a hit- 
and-miss situation when some of 
our executives, such as the super- 
intedent of schools, is elected, yet 
the chancellor of the University 


| 


System is appointed. The league 
advocates the principle which we 
find in successful modern busi- 
ness and in our national govern- 
ment, for that matter, of a single 
elected executive head, 

One hundred and fifty-nine 
counties are too many. The league 
hopes that the commission will do 
something more. than write a per- 
missive clause in the new consti- 
tution whereby counties may con- 
solidate, They may do that under 
our present constitution. 

The constitution should require 
a secret ballot in all elections or 
primaries. This is the basis of a 
free government. «

A sergeant had been forward 
about half a mile in a jeep and | 
picked out ayfarmhouse.

But when we 
got to the new house, it wasn’t 
there. 

A shell had hit it in the last

New Industry Tax Exemptions 


Problems posed by tax exemp- ' 


tions, highway, dock and airport 
construction, poll taxes and other 
matters have been ironed. out by | 
the state commission appointed by 
Gov, Arnall to rewrite Georgia’s | 
67-year-old constitution and other | 
important issues will be consid- 


ered in further deliberations to 


begin at 10 a. m. today. 

Spurred to action by Arnall, 
who chided the commission for its 
alleged hesitancy about making 
any fundamental changes in the 
basic law of Georgia as included 
in the 1877 constitution, the com- 
missoin yesterday piled up a big 
day’s work and decided to remain 
in session daily at the senate 
chamber until it has completed 
the new draft. 

Chief actions yesterday by the 
commission include: 

TAX EXEMPTIONS 

1. Abolition of the long-estab- 
lished and recognized policy of 
exempting new industries from 
local taxation for five years. This 
action was taken over the protest 
of Senator David S. Atkinson, of 
Chatham county, but with the sup- 
port of Senate President Frank 
Gross and Arnall. Hatton Love- 
joy, of LaGrange, inserted a pro- 
vision that tax. exemption con- 
tracts now in effect would con- 
tinue for the lives of the contracts. 

2. Rewriting of present pro- 
visions allowing a $2,000 exemp- 
tion for real property and $300 
for personal property so that no 
exemption will be allowed on real

4. Adoption of a provision al- 
lowing the legislature to levy 
taxes for highway construction 
and maintenance which also in- 
cludes state-owned docks, ware- 
Houses and wharves at state ports 
and special levies for construction 
of airports, Representative Charles 
Bowden, of Glynn county, added 
the airports provision while Ar- 
nall sponsored the docks, wharves 
and warehouse addition. ' 
PENSION PROVISO 

5. Limiting pensions for widows 
of Confederatesveterans to those 
who remain unmarried. This was 
advocated by Attorney General 
T. Grady Head. 

6. Barring. tax exemptions for 
trusts set up for charitable pur- 
poses from which donors continue 
to receive income. House Speaker 
Roy Harris proposed the limita- 
tion asserting that the present sys- 
tem had been used to secure tax 
exemptions while some donors en- 
joy income from such trust funds. 

Many unfinished matters face 
future sessions of the commission, 
included among which are: 

1. A proposal to streamline ju- 
dicial procedure so that the six 
members of the court of appeals 
shall sit as a body rather than di- 
vided into two courts of three 
each. Proponents contend that two 
justices can write the law under 
the present arrangement. 

NO STATE DEBT? 

| 2, Suggestion by Arnall that the 
new constitution bar the state 
from going into debt in the future. 
Arnall has reduced the state debt 
from $35,000,000 to $7,000,000 dur- 
ing his first 18 months in office 
and urges the commission to take 
action to avoid future indebted- 
ness for Georgia. 

3. A provision for the appoint- 
ment of state and county school 
superintendents by school boards 
instead of their election by the 
people, coupled with a second pro- 
posal to abolish nearly 2,000 rural 
school districts to eliminate over- 
head costs and place schools on a 
countywide basis. 

The commission will continue its 
deliberations this morning and 
will stay in session until 5 p. m., 
recessing to resume tomorrow if 
its work is not completed. 

In his criticism of the commis- 
sion, Arnall emphasized that “so 
little has been done about making 
any fundamental changes in the 
old constitution.” 

“About all we have done yet is 
to improve the grammar a little,” 
Arnall said. “Running all through 
the work we have done, there is 
great evidence of politics and po- 
litical considerations. Sooner or 
later this commission will have to 
decide whether we are going to 
write a new constitution or adopt 
a series of amendments to patch 
up the old one.”
